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1. S4ince Octoher 1947, when the Hunchun-Na jindong-Pos'yet highway 25X1A 
wae firet usable, an average of ten to twonty truckloada of military supplies 
has been transported over this route from Kraskino to the Chinece Communist 
Garrison Command at Eunchun. ‘The highway provides an excellent route from 
the iaritime Krai into North Korea and northeastern Manchuria, and provides 
another means of supplying Soviet troops in North Korea and the vital Tunen 
River region.

2. A large quantity of industrial raw materials and agricultural products are sent 
from North Korea and Chinese Commnist-controlled Manchuria to the USSR via 
the highway mentioned above. Those products sent from Manchurie are sent 
by rail to Hunchun and via the new highway to Poe'yat. From North Korea, 
the shipments go by rail to a point south of Kyonghung, by truck to Xyonghung 
and thence to Pos'yet by way of the highway and the spur branching off at 
Novaya Derevnaya (130-30, 42-40). Soviet merchant chipping takes the supolies 
from Pos'yat to various parts of the USSR. 


3. Truck assembly areas have been located at the following points along the Hunchon-
